••Originally much circumscribed, with the advance 
of man lie- sport became more general, until in this 
country horse racing became a public institution. 
As men arc prom* u> hazard a something of value 
on Hie correctness of. their judgment in matter- 
subject to a difference of opinion, si* early such 
hazard became one feature of this particular type 
of pastime. 'This, the 'crime of helling.* iso human 
and universal trait and is not peculiar to the racing 
of thoroughbreds. Its manifestations an* found in 
all classes of society, at any age. under stress of 
excitement. 

"It is this weakness of human nature — if weak- 
ness it l*e^ thai has brought condemnatory legis- 
lation upon the racing of horses, and resulting in 
the destruction of the industry of horse breeding. 
To destroy a parasitic growth u|*on the tries tin- 
forest is idled. The inevitunte fruits of this legis- 
lative hysteria may Is* noted weekly in tin* deple- 
tion of the thoroughbred ranks by sales to Europe - 
for the governments across tin* sea arc only too 
glad to profit l*y the unwisdom of their greatest 
rival. 

"This loss of blooded stock is one that years of 
lalior alone can rectify, and solely in tin* loss of 
eavalr\ mounts for the army is a loss that seems 
well tiigli irreparable. 

"The hour study has arrived for reason again to 
assert itself and for Legislatures to take cognizance 
of tin* deal rue t ion of such an important industry 
as horse breeding and to amend or repesil the unequal 
laws that had 110 purpose in their enactment save 
to accede to an hour of legislative emotionalism. ”

KENTUCKY’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 



While t ho v who are interested in the turf and the 
feats performed by thoroughbreds are prom* to refer 
to tin* time when hook makers held sway and when 
some of the bigger stables of eastern milliouair 
came to Kentucky to compete for the stakes and 
pluses as :lu* "halcyon days.” conditions then can 
intrd I y compare with the present* Through diligent 
work by the Kentucky State Racing Commission and 
co-operation of the four jockey clubs, the events 
today are far richer than at any time in tin* history 
of the sport in Kentucky. 

While the mel tings to he held ttiis spring in 
Louisville are to l*** short, over $190,000 will be 
distrilaited among tin* horsemen.

But where purses carry mom* 
tary value enough to insure honest racing, there 
no reason why the sport in Kentucky should u«*l 
thrive and grow to greater probations.
